ALIVE WHEN GASOLINE 


EXPLOSION OCCURS 


By Associated Press. 


Laredo, Texas, Aug. 5.—His body 


burned almost to a crisp as a re-

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Senator Borah Scores Assaults on Constitution 


Liquor Referendum*, as Planned, Are Direct Attack, He Says 


By Associated i;ress. 
Augusta, Ga., July 18.—A warning that constitu- 


tional government is faced l;.y an almost world-wide 
attai k was given 
here 
Sunday by Senator Borah 


(Rep 
), Idaho, who said its enemy in this country was 


openly-preaching 
nullil'icaiion 
of 
the 
prohibition 


amendment. 


"Bolshevism in Russia, Fascism in Italy, military 


dictatorship in Poland and nullification in the United 
States," he asserted, "uie whelps from the same ken- 
nel, 
barking at the same thing—constitutional govern- 


ment." 


Speaking under the auspices of the Protestant 


Ministers' Association, the Idaho Senator said referen- 
dum* on lite prohibition question, such as that to be 
held in,. New York State, were "for the purpose of un- 
dermining and destroying, the Constitution through 
nullification," and there "has never-been a time when 
men should stand so firm in defense of hiw and ordeV. 


"When the debate on the liquor problem opened 


a few months ago the question did not seem particular- 
ly important," asserted. 
"The controversy had not proceeded far, however, 


until the most important issue that 
a self-governing 


people can ever be called on to consider forged its way 
to the front. 
"Instead of a modification of the Volstead act, we 


now have the nullification of the Constitution. Instead 
of non-intoxicating liquor within the Constitution, the 
demand is now for intoxicating liquor in defiance of 
the Constitution. 
"Can't Nullify Constitution." 


"The same leaders who asked in the beginning 


for modification within the Constitution, now declare 
that they will have intoxicating liquor, constitution or 
no constitution, Volstead act or no Volstead act, This 
is the issue we now have to meet. 


\, 
"It may be that it is within the power of the luiqor 


interests to amend the Constitution, a thing which it is 
well within their right to undertake and within possi- 
bilities to achieve. But 1 take the privilege of assert- 
ing and without fear of the future that it is not within 
the power of the liquor interests to nullify the Constitu- 
tion. 
. 
"If the eighteenth amendment was an injudicious 


distribution of power between the State and National 
Governments-, the people,can take it out of the Consti- 
tution by the same process they wrote it in. If a mis- 
take was made, the people can be shown that it was a 
-mistake, and they are wise enough and brave enough 
to take it out. 
"If, on the other hand, after reconsideration and 


further reflection, the people conclude it was not a mis- 
take, then under proper and sinccere leadership the 


^.^ifiople will live up to it. 
' "There is no possible excuse to invoke nullifica- 


tion. There is no law, there is no provision of the Con- 
stitution which may not be re-written or wholly ex- 
punged. To preach nullification is to preach lawless- 
ness—ancient and persistent enemy of all Republics. 


Antis' Agreements. 


"What are the arguments against following order- 


ly procedure of amending the Constitution? 
They are 


familiar arguments, they are the practices which are 
making a hell of Europe today. 
First is that it will 


take too long, and that the method is tedious and cum- 
bersome. 
It is said 
the 
eighteenth 
amendment is 


against conscience, oppressive, therefore disregarded. 


"This is the precise argument which nullified con- 


tracts and the law of property in Russia. We are told 
the people are fanatics or wanting in judgment, and 
that they may not repeal the amendment—that is the 
basis of military rule in Poland. 


"Certainly, forms prescribed by the Constitution 


will have, to be observed, for this is a Government of 
law and not of men. It may take same time to accom- 
plish ail this. But it will take far less time to amend 
in the manner pointed out by the Constitution than it 
will take to convince the American people that nullifi- 
cation is a sound principle of government. I venture 
to say there could be no greater exhibition of self- 
abasement, of national degradation, than for this great 
people to leave the eighteenth amendment in the con- 
stitution, and, as some have Ktirl, forget it and live in 
daily disregard of it. 


"Slinking, Cowardly Attack." 


"If adversaries of the amendment would submit a 


referendum in their respective States for repeal of it, 
they would be pursuing a.course not subject to critic- 
ism, 
an orderly, dignified course. 
But their referen- 


durns in the form submitted ;u-e for the purpose of un- 
dermining and destroying the 
Constitution through 


nullification. 


"This is the exact meaning of the proposed refer- 


endum in the State of New fork, to be followed, we are 
told, by similar referendum in other States. The peo- 
ple are not being asked to express themselves in favor 
of amending the Constitution, but in favor of the States 
respectively construing and enforcing the Constitution. 


"The State of New Yoik long ago 
repealed 
its 


statute for the enforcement of the amendment, declar- 
ing thereby it would not, as a State, assist in enforcing 
it. Having repealed its State law for enforcement, it 
now asks that it be permitted to enforce it and thaf. 
the national Government consent to all this program. 


"Nullification is not revolution. It has none of the 


open, manly qualities of revolution. 
Nullification 
is 


the slinking, silent, cowardly sapping of the very foun- 
dation of all order, all government, the evasive be- 
trayal of a nation, and the spirit and 
motive of aiU 


archy, without either its courage or its faith. 


What we need is not less democracy, but more; 


not less faith in constitutional government, but more. 
There is no evil that we can not for a time 
endure, 


there is no hardship that we can not afford to forget, 
there is no patience which we should not be willing to 
practice, rather than to aid and abet 
in this almost 


world-wide attack on constitutional government."
